ISSUE DURING COURTESY CALL JUNE 22 BY NICOSIA EMBOFFS 
DTI I. FRY AND THURMAN. BATU NOTED THAT DENKTASH HAD 
AGREED DURING HIS RECENT TALKS IN NEW YORK TO THE 
CURRENT FORMULATION OF THE TERMS OF REFERENCE, I.E., 

WORKING PAPER THREE, REV. FIVE. BY IMPLICATION, BATU 
SEEMED TO INDICATE THAT THE GOT WOULD GO ALONG WITH 
DENKTASH ON ACCEPTANCE OF THESE TERMS OF REFERENCE. 

THIS WAS DESPITE THE FACT THAT THE GOT WAS NOT VERY 
HAPPY WITH THE "INVISIBLE LINKAGE" BETWEEN PARAGRAPHS 
TWO AND TWELVE BY WHICH THE COMMITTEE COULD CONCEIVABLY 
VOTE TO ACCOMPLISH DISINTERMENT.

TWO). FIRST, HIS OFFICE WAS NOT FAMILIAR WITH THE

AND THIS REFERENCE WOULD HAVE TO BE STUDIED CAREFULLY.

BATU SAID THIS SSEMED TO SUGGEST PERMANENT STATUS FOR 
THE COMMITTEE. BATU MADE IT CLEAR THAT DENKTASH COULD 
NOT AGREE TO THE ICRC LETTER UNTIL THE GOT HAD COMPLETED 
ITS REVIEW. 

3. IN REPLY TO OUR SUGGESTION THAT ESTABLISHMENT 

OF THE COMMITTEE WOULD IN ITSELF CONSTITUTE AN IMPORTANT 
STEP FORWARD, BATU EMPHASIZED THAT IT WOULD BE PREFEREABLE
